WE HAVE learned all we can 
know of the childhood of J esus. 
We know nothing of the youth of 
J ohn the Baptist, those two who 
were second cousins, you remem­ 
ber. because their mothers were 
first cousins, and whose lives, so 
far as we know, never crossed un­ 
til they were grown men. 
Today wre learn when and how 
they met and what they did. J ohn 
the Baptist was a 
remarkable 
man. a real prophet, who pre­ 
ferred the wilderness for a borne 
and very simple food—locusts and 
wild ho n e y , we are told. Locusts 
are part of the poor man s food in 
the East today They a r e not at all 
like our locusts. His dress was 
equally simple, a camel s 
hair 
garment, the cloth being coarse 
and woven of ca m el’s hair—still 
worn in the ea st. A girdle was 
almost an indispensable part of 
the common dress of the day. It 
was needed to bind the long, loose 
robe 
J ohn must have been a striking 
figure. He made no pretensions of 
being 
other 
than 
he 
w a s -in 
Isaiah's words 


"Tile voice of one crying in the 
wilderness. 
Make ye ready the way of the 
Lord. 
Make His paths stra ig ht. 
Every valley shall be filled, 
And every mountain and hill 
shall be brought low. 
And the crooked shall be made 
straight. 
And the rough wa ys smooth. 
And all flesh shall sec the sa lva ­ 
tion of God ” 


Multitudes Came to Hear 
Multitudes of people came from

Many may have thoug ht tha t if 
they could g et him to baptize 
them they would be saved. J ohn 
dispelled tha t idea. however. He 
knew their g uilt, tha t they w’ere 
dishonest, g ra fters, cruel, selfish, 
and he told them plainly that bap­ 
tism wa s not enough. It was but a 
symbol of a change which should 
make them live good lives. 
"What shall we d o? ” they asked 
hifh. To the publicans, noted g ra ft­ 
ers. he said tha t they should col­ 
lect no more than wa s due them. 
To the soldiers, tha t they should 
use no violence, should not accuse 
anyone fa lsely, and be content 
with their wa g es. 
He was not Christ, he told them, 
who w ere wondering, "One m ig ht­ 
ier than I cometh, the la tchet 
(string s) of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to unloose; He shall bap­ 
tize you with the Holy Ghost and 
with fire.” 
All 
three 
of 
the 
disciples— 
Matthew', Mark and Luke—tell of 
J esus coming to J ohn to be bap­ 
tized. Matthew sa ys John forbade 
the Lord at first, sa ying he had 
much more need to be baptized of 
J esus. But J esus insisted, so there. 
in the river J ordan. J esus was 
baptized by J ohn, and immediate­ 
ly after coming from the water, 
He saw’ the heavens open and the 
Spirit of God descended like a 
dove, lig hting upon Him. "And lo, 
a voice from heaven, saying, Thou 
art My Beloved Son; in Thee I arn 
well pleased.” 
St. Luke sa ys that J esus was 30 
years of age at this time. He also 
tells us that Herod, the tetrarch 
or ruler, having been reproved by 
J ohn for his evil doings, and espe­ 
cially 
for 
ta king 
his 
brother 
Philip's wife, Herodias. shut J ohn 
in prison. He never left this pris­ 
on, you remember, but was be­ 
headed through a conspiracy by 
Herodias and her daughter. Sa ­ 
lome. 
John fulfilled the prophecy of 
the angel who appeared to his fa ­ 
ther. Zacharias. "Many of the 
children of Israel shall he tu rn 
to the Lord their God ” He also 
fulfilled the prophecy of Zacha­ 
rias himself who. when his dumb­ 
ness 
passed, 
said: “ An d thou. 
child, shalt be called the prophet 
of the Highest for thou shalt go 
before the face of the Lot J to pre­ 
pare His ways ” 


J ohn the Baptist baptized in the river 
Jordan 
the multitude of people who 
came to hear him preach and receive 
baptism. 


When John saw Sadducees and Phari­ 
sees coming to be baptized, he called 
them vipers and asked who had warned 
them to repent.

J esus came to J ohn to be baptized, and J 
when it was accomplished a voice from 
heaven hailed Him.

"What shall we do?” they asked 
hifh. To the publicans, noted graft­ 
ers, he said that they should col­ 
lect no more than was due them.

Zacharias, “Many of the 
children of Israel shall he turn 
to the Lord their God '* He also 
fulfilled the prophecy of Zacha­ 
rias himself who, when his dumb­ 
ness passed, said: 
“And thou, 
child, shalt be called the prophet 
of the Highest for thou shalt go 
before the face of the Lot J to pre-

Keep The Hog* Happy 
That’s a suggestion that I got 
this week from a very successful 
farmer, that is sound and timely; 
for w’hen we have so much cold 
weather and snow, following an 
open winter, it is 
hard on the 
hogs; for they can’t get out to 
get green feed, and they tend to 
spend too much time in the hog 
houses. 
Feeding some shock com, every 
day, some distances from the hog 
houses, or some legume hay, is one 
of the very best w’aya to keep 
the hogs happy and contented and 
active, during their working day 
a friend says. I tried this when I 
came home and found my hogs pil­ 
ed up bed, when it w’as only about 
five o’clock, and they had evidently 
planned to stay right there until 
daylight the next day, which at 
this time 
of the 
year is about 
seven 
o’clock—about 14 houra in 
bed, with a need of some feed in 
this interval. 
They w’ere low in 
spirits, too; anyone could see th a t.; 
I went to the bam and got some 
alfalfa hay and they were up in 
a minute and ate every straw’, and 
had a good time doing it. Then I 
expected them to be thirsty, so I 
took them some warm water and 
they drank it. and had some more 
fun arranging a new supply of 
baled straw for their bed. I didn't 
break the bales up much but let 
the hogs do it, for they had plenty 
of time and I knew they w’ould 
like the experience, and they did. 
I am glad to pass on this ad­ 
vice and experience to our readers 
of this column, many of whom are 
feeding some hogs or 
wintering 
some stockers. Just a little extra 
attention given to them, 
every 
day, will pay w’ell 
in 
increased 
gains. 
It will do much to prevent 
sickness, too, for a contented hog 
that is getting plenty of feed and 
water, and that has a balanced r a -; 
tion and a 
comfortable 
bed, is 
not very apt to be sick. 
One of the things that needs 
attention, oftener than one might 
think is the bedding. 
It will pay 
to make additions to it, at least 
once a week, and to 
change it, * 
whenever It 
gets 
damp. 
Baled 
straw is very good for this, for it 
isn t damp, like that in the rick. I

"How do you do it and have so 
many together?" I asked Mr. Cap- 
linger. 
"Our method is simple", 
he 
said. "We don’t have that many in 
one hog house, but they sleep in 
several A-type hog houses, some 
distance apart in the field, where 
they were farrowed." he explain­ 
ed. "They all eat at the same self 
feeders, but they sleep in many 
different nests.” 
I learned 
that 
these A-type 
nests were the ones in which the 
pigs were bom and when the time 
came to wean them their mothers 
were taken from them, instead of 
taking the pigs away from the 
mothers, and they continued sleep­ 
ing in the A-house in which they 
were bom, with some visiting back 
and forth, but not very much. 
It was a very cold day when I 
called, and some of the pigs were 
in the nests, and a few had evi­ 
dently gone visiting, for the day, 
but there wasn’t much crowding. 
“You may wonder W'hy w'e have 
these pigs out in the field instead 
of around the bam, w'here they 
would be warmer, 
but we have 
found that they don’t do as well in 
the bam, as they do out in a field 
and

A-type 
houses”, Mr. Caplinger said. "They 
get a cough and some of them get 
off feed, but they don’t do this if 
we let them ‘rough it* a little as 
we are doing this winter, and keep 
them aw’ay from the bam", he 
added. 
"We can feed them in

after they 
weight about IOO to 125 pounds 
and get along all right with them, 
but we have trouble if they are 
brought into the barn sooner." 


Rotation 
This is com, wheat and clover. 
The clover is sotted early in Feb­ 
ruary or March, with very goo! 
results much better than if it is 
sowed later in the year. 


Combine 
This firm Is sold on a combine. 
They haven’t had a grass failure 
since they have been using it, for 
the straw distributed evenly on 
the fields gives some protection by 
shading 
during a drought, 
and 
probably helps to conserve some 
moisture; anyway, the grass get 
through a drought all right, w'hich 
is another argument for a com­ 
bine. 


Winter Feeding Of Hog* 
This is done In a big way. Ear 
com and a protein supplement in 
self feeders is 
the 
ration used. 
Some shock com is fed. too to en­ 
courage the porkers to take some 
exercise. 


The Winter Ration 
This was simple; just ground 
com and a A0% supplement in 
self feeders, with some ear corn 
fed on the ground. 
I noticed that 
there was plenty of water near the 
feeders, too. 


Home Made Self Feeder* 
I saw’ some good ones at this 
farm that didn’t cost very much. 
They were made from rough lum­ 
ber, but they were very satisfac­ 
tory. "Do you see how that feeder 
is made?" Mr. Caplinger asked. 
"First we make a sled about four 
feet wide, and put a good solid 
top on it; and then the uprights, 
for the feeding box are nailed on 
at the ends," 
That briefly de­ 
scribes 
the 
feeders 
used, 
that 
are very satisfactory and about as 
good as an expensive one that you 
would buy on the market. 
I noticed that one of the feed­ 
ers had a metal covering on the 
top of the shed, so the feed would 
move out easier, but this is not 
necessary.

lutionary governm ents were denied recog­ 
nition.
